In  1945  Charlevoix  High  School's  footuall  team  defeated 
ooyne  City  for  the  first  time  In  thirteen  yeais,  and  battled 
their  way  to  the  goal  of  undefeated,  unscored  upon,  class 'C 
conference  champs,  with  229  points  to  their  credit  and  none 
against  them.  With  comoaratlvely  little  competition,  they  de- 
feated every  opponent  by  a  wide  margin.  The  lowest  score  was 
25-0. 

During  the  '45-' 46  basketball  season  the  team  lost  uut 
one  game,  and  that  by  a  smell  margin  to  a  nonconf erence  team. 
After  many  exciting  and  thrilling  moments  they  were  crowned 
District  Champs,  but  were  defeated  in  the  final  game  of  the  Re- 
gional Tournament  by  the  strong  and  fast  Manton  team  that  was 
later  crowned  State  Champs. 

The  team  and  the  coach  worked  hard  and  were  backea  by  the 
student  body  for  a  successful  season  that  wlllnot  be  forgotten.
